The Fourth. 

Independence Day opened with a most 
unpromising aspect of weather—all Indica¬ 
tions pointing to continuance of rain 
through the day. The showers of the ear¬ 
ly morning, however, did not abate the ar¬ 
dor of the juvenile subject*of Uncle Ham, 
and explosives of different calibre (among 
which the lusty torpedoes manufactured by 
Mr. Walter Trott were particularly reso¬ 
nant,) aroused the more sedate residents 
from their slumbers, who sprang from 
their beds with the old time exclamation. 
“How fortunate it I* that the 4th of July 
comes only once a year!” The tooting of 
horns and the beat of drum about 4 A. M. 
indicated the assemblage of “merry mak¬ 
ers” who hail arranged a procession of an- 
: iqtie and horrible character* at Hast Wey¬ 
mouth; pedestrians and equestrians wen* 
soon hurrying from all parts of the town 
to witness the pageant, particulars of w hich 
will he found among the East Weymouth 
items. At 0 A. M. the church bells and 
the tlntlnnabiilory attachments of the en¬ 
gine houses rang out a patriotic peal, while 
a mortar blazed away In ear-splitting ca¬ 
dences. The enthusiasm died out with the 
exhaustion of the muscles of the bell-ring¬ 
ers and the stock of powder of the gunners, 
and during the forenoon all was quiet on 
the streets. 

An occasional drizzle of rain did not de¬ 
ter parties which had been made up for ex¬ 
cursions to the shore from setting forth, 
and the nice teams of the expressmen were 
seen winding their way to the sea-side re¬ 
sorts, laden with excursionists. A good 
number of residents also embarked on the 
cars for a visit to Silver Lake, where a 
grand temperance mass meeting was held, 
with addresses by many distinguished ad¬ 
vocates of the cause. The yachtmen, too, 
were all alive, and with “a wet sheet and a 
flowing sea” sailed over the specified 
course of the Quincy Yacht Club, the “Fol¬ 
ly,” Capt. J. II. Sheppard, of East Brain¬ 
tree, distancing her competitor in the first 
class, the “Secret,” Capt J. Biuney, by a 
minute or two. 

The prominent local ovent of the day 
was the entertainment given on the Fair 
Grounds at South Weymouth by the Wey¬ 
mouth Agricultural and Industrial Society, 
comprising a meeting of noted horses 
owned iu this vicinity and other portions 
of the Stale, fora trial of speed on the 
track. The large number of thirty-two 
horses were entered for the meeting, but 
the unfavorable weather of the early part 
of the day deterred the owners t>f horses at 
distant points from participating, and but 
few of the number entered were present. 
The clearing weather at noon presaged an 
auspicious afternoon, and as the clouds 
rapidly rolled away, and the sun beamed 
forth brightly, vehicles of every kind and 
iu large numbers were soon converging from

er, of Boston, and Puss Butler, owned by- 
Albert Tirreil, Esq., President of the So¬ 
ciety, were started—Mystery having the 
pole, Granite Boy second, Dandy third, 
and Puss Butler fourth. From the start 
U was evident that Granite Boy, (who was 
Handled in good style by Tr. J. Wilkins, 
of Braintree,) was Lite ’better horse,” and 
the Boy trotted the first heatiu 2.-*7, Mys¬ 
tery being second, Dandy third, and Puss 
Duller fourth, iu the second heul Puss 
Butler Wits withdraw n, uud the three other 
horses trolled the two heals with the same 
result as in the first heat, Granite Boy tak¬ 
ing the Urn prize of *20, Mystery the sec¬ 
ond of *12 and Dandy the third of $8. 

In the 2.50 minute class J. Wilkins, of 
Braintree, brought up his five year old 
"Juryman;” G. Baxter, of Boston, “Pol¬ 
ly;” JobuCollius,of Allstou, “bt. Johns;” 
ami L. If. Brockway, of Boston, “Doubt¬ 
ful.” At the start Polly was closely- 
pressed by Juryman, but an exteuded 
break of the latter threw him to the rear 
of all the horses, but regaining the proper 
pace, Juryman struck out in a gait which 
carried the horse to the secoud position, 
and the three heats were run in the same 
order, Polly taking the first prize of $25, 
Juryman the second of $15, and Doubtful 
the third of $10. 

The 2.45 class trot was an animated one, 
the President of the Society introducing 
his line animal, “lied Hover,” in opposi¬ 
tion to llio roan mare “Juno,” owned by 
G. L. Timelier, of Boston, and ’’Slippery 
Dan,” owned by J. Ney, of Dedham. Mr. 
Dan W. Barrows, of South Weymouth, 
took the ribbons with Bed Hover, and after 
a few scorings the word wasgiveu, and the 
animals went uuder the line at a spanking 
gait, Slippery Dan soou being “left out in 
the cold,” ami the interest centered on the 
gelding and roan, who were neck and neck 
at second quarter. The excitewout was 
intense as they rushed up to the last 
quarter stretch, and as Dan shoved the Ro- 
v er under the liue a half length ahead of 
the square gaited Juno, he was heartily 
cheered. The second half tnile of the 
stretch was attended with similar interest, 
aud as a closely contested trot was one of 
the best ever witnessed on the grounds. 
Red Hover defeated his competitor iu the 
two following heats, the time being 2.4#, 
.-.471. 2.48, Juno being second and Slippery 
Dan third. The prizes were $40, *25 and 
*15. This was the first victory of the 
President’* horse on the Park in a public 
f rwt, and appeared to give general satisfac¬ 
tion to the assemblage. 

While the trotting was going on, the 
rival Base Bail flubs were surrounded by 
i ring of interested spectators, who loud¬ 
ly applauded their favorite club when 
some masterly feat of “skunking” or 
“home running” was in order, aud for 
about two hours the two clubs gallantly 
contested for the honor of tin* prize of 
iwarded by the Society to the victor. The

l.KTTKR FROM fiF.JI. R. F. PRATT. 

Of ray, Colorado, June 20th, 1*77. 
Editor Weymouth Gazette: 

In till* out of the world mining camp, n« 
it were, where the mail come* only once a 
week, ami where there is no telegraph of 
Bee,—shut out from the rest of the world 
'more than six months of the year by reason 
of the deep snows covering the nioimtuin 
passes that lead to this place, I thought I 
would write you a few lines. After trav¬ 
elling over the snow covered ridges of the 
(lucky Mountains from Lake C ity the trait 
sltion to this beautiful valley of the L'n- 
compuhgrc is a most delightful one to tin 
traveller. This town, the county seat ol 
Ouray County, is situated on the Uncom 
pahgrc river, at its junction with Canon 
Creek, at the very head of the I’ncoinpali 
gre'Valley, and five miles from the holm 
duries of the Indian Reservation. It i* > 
the southwestern part of the Slate, on e 
Western slope of the Rocky Mniiiitau 
surrounded by some of their highest p« a. * 
whose tops are always covered with snow, 
and where the waters run into the Colon* 
do river, thence into the l’acilic Ocean. 
This was formerly an old Indian camp, 
and derived its uauie front the chief of tin 
Ute tribe, whose name was Ouray. Tic- 
name of the valley, t’neonipahgrc, means 
in the Ute language, “Valley of Foun 
tains,” ami such indeed it is. At the tint. 

I now write, this valley is carpeted with 
rich grass, and adorned with flowers ot 
many hues. Fine groups of pines and 
spruces dot the valley in many directions, 
and the lighter colors of the vigorous cot¬ 
tonwood lend a charming hue to the land 
scape. In this lieautiful spot is located tin- 
famous Hot Spring, a huge cauldron, eight 
feet wide, and of unknown depth, fruiti 
which issues hot water, from the great lab¬ 
oratory of Nature. Its waters are about 
110 c heat, and are greatly prized for tin it 
medicinal effects. The first house was 
built in Ouray alnuit a year and a half ago; 
most of the houses now are log cabins, but 
some frames are going up, umi if IiiiiiIhm 
can In? supplied in sufficient quantities, 
frutne houses will he ail the rage. Tlu-n 
are probably from one hundred to a hun¬ 
dred and fifty houses, large and small, aim 
about five or six hundred people. There 
is a saw mill here, but it is unable to sup¬ 
ply the demand for lumber. There an- 
several coal veins down the river from 
three miles onward, but their extent or val¬ 
ue are unknown. There is only one hote, 
here, ami one restaurant. All about town* 
and for two miles below, are hot and warm 
springs, tlie waters of which seem nearly 
pure, and taste very sweet. Only two o. 
three small springs show sulphur. 

A mile below town is the Highland View, 
a mine which yields a hundred dollars ;• 
ton in gold. It is reported us sold recently 
for $20,000. Near by is the Pint us, of tin- 
same character, (both being houeycomben 
quartz veins.) from which 300 lbs. of rock 
gave three ounces of gold. lu the south 
western part of the town is a group ol 
mines in sandstone, limestone and porpliy 
ry, or quartzite. I could not discover tha; 
any one of them is a continuous vein, but 
small pockets of ore, scattered through tin 
mass. 'Hie ore is grey copper, galena 
copper and iron pyrites, and some of it i 
very rich. From otte of these mines, th* 
Trout, 1200 lbs. of ore gave 200 ounces o. 
silver. The Fisherman gives about tw« 
hundred ounces ot silver to a ton of ore. 
Several other mines that are o|M*ued ueai 
here, give about the same quantity of sit 
ver, some more, some less, to the ton oi 
ore. Light utiles up Canon Creek is Mi. 
SuilUes District, where there are some fa 
uiuus rich unites, some ot which preilm 
over Gou ouiiccs oi stiver to the ton ot on 
Many of these ores are heavy with guleit.t 
stum- as high as seventy per ct. of that tuet 
ul. There are scores of mines near here, 
that might he uieutioned, but l must deiet 
t«» some other time. As there arc uo re¬ 
duction mtll.s here, no ore has been mat 
kcled from tills place since last fall; euitsc 
quently it remains on hand, uml not a dol 
lar has been realized on it. The nearest 
mills are at Lake City, 125 miles by road, 
but only about 30 miles by trail, over tin 
snowy divide, 12,000 feet above ocean level. 
This place is about 7,000 feet altitude, ami 
Lake City about 0,000 feet. The weathci 
is cool and clear most of tlie time, sonic- 
thing like September ami October weathet 
in Massachusetts, though colder nights, 
and some days, at noon, the thermometet 
ranges us high us 80 c . During the last 
two weeks 1 have seen ice us thick tun w in¬ 
dow glass, many mornings, after sunrise. 
Hut such a difference, or such changes, I 
don't imagine are conducive to health. 
The air is too light, dry, and cool to suit 
me; 1 think 1 should rather see a north¬ 
east log or storm occasionally, from the 
ocean, or some other change* than from 
extreme heat at noon to lieezing cold at 
night. Hut with such an immense body ol 
snow on the mountains, it cau't be other¬ 
wise than cold alter the sun sets, aud with 
the wind always blowing from tlte moun¬ 
tains to the valleys. 

The beuehts of the climate of Colorado, 
for the consumptive and asthmatio, bavt 
been published tar and w ide, but 1 Imvt 
not as yet seeu any benefit derived front it, 
in a single case, while on the contrary 
many case* that 1 have known, within tin 
last three mouths, have proved fatal, am. 
many more that 1 have become acquainted 
with have been sent home by advice ot 
physicians, who iufortued them that if they 
remained here they would never live u 
reach home.

American 
missionaries are far more successful in 
their labors, than are those from England. 
Tin* English possessions in those regions 
have a tendency to make the Turks shy, 
while, as America has no lauds there, lo-r 
teachers are well received. The lyed Gross 
of Servia is still seeu in many places 
through Turkey. One of tin* most noted 
of these crosses Is at Saiiiamlriu. Ou the 
eastern side of a lofty tow er a Servian king, 
about tin* last of his line, caused a large 
cross to lu* imnl** of brick, and so construct¬ 
ed as to necessitate tin* entire removal *>! 
the tower, to destroy it. Thousands of 
times the Turkish artillery have battered 
it witii shot and shell, but there it still 
stands, frowning down u|m»u Turk, and 
greeting Servian, aud a conspicuous land¬ 
mark, as it lias been for four centuries.

This pulp I 
is then kneaded with India rubber, 
which is rendered fluid, or dissolved in | 
oil or spirits, aud treated with ammonia. I 
It is found preferable to dissolve the ' 
India rubber in oil of turpentine, and, | 
to effect this, the rubber is cut into | 
pieces and mixed with the oil, aud then 
allowed to remain undisturbed iu a 
closed vessel until the dissolution is ac¬ 
complished. When the rubber is thus 
dissolved, ammonia is added, of the 
strength of thirty per cent., in the pro¬ 
portion of about equal parts, by weight, 
of umiuouia to the rubber coutuiucd in 
the solution; wheu of a grayish-white 
color it is ready to be mixed with the 
pulp.
